GOVERNMENT OF PALESTINE 

MINING (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE 

No. 10 of 1920. 

An Ordinance to amend the Mining Ordinance, 1925. 
with respect to the Regulation of Quarrying. 


BE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Pales¬ 
tine, with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof:- 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Mining (Amend- Short title, 
ment) Ordinance, 192(3; and the Mining Ordinance, 1925, and 
this Ordinance may together be cited as the Mimng Ordi- 
dance 1925-26 


2. The following part shall be added to the Mining Or¬ 
dinance, 1925:-

“PART X1I-QUARRIES. 


98. In this part and in any Regulations relating to Definitions, 
this part :- 


(a) “Marble” means crystallised limestone, capable of 
taking a highly polished surface; 

(b) “Quarry” means a mine excavated for the pur¬ 
pose of mining stone, slate, granite, or other igneous or meta- 
morphic rocks, quartz, marble, flint, chalk, gravel, sand, and 
clay, but does not include the quarrying of stone for burning 
lime in forest reserves as defined in the Forests Ordinance 1926. 


(c) “State forest” means forest land under the 
protection, control and management of the Government, within 
the meaning of the Woods and Forests Ordinance, 1920, 01 

any Ordinance substituted therefor;

(d) “Stones” includes all kinds of limestone, sand¬ 
stone, calcareous sandstone or basalt, but not quartz, marble or 
igneous rocks. 

99. (1) Notwithstanding the provisions elsewhere in this licence to 

Ordinance contained, the High Commissioner may grant to any 
suitable person on payment of the fees prescribed in Schedule 
2 hereto, a licence in the form in Schedule 1 hereto to open 


a quarry.

(2) No person shall open, exploit or work any 
quarry, whether on his own land or that of any other person, 
save in pursuance of a licence issued to him under this Ordi¬ 
nance. Provided that a person may without licence open a 
quarry on his own land for the purpose of obtaining therefrom 
for his own use, but not for sale, stone, gravel, sand or clay. 

(3) No person shall extract from a quarry substan¬ 
ces other than those mentioned in the licence in pursuance of 
which he has opened a quarry. 

(4) The High Commissioner may grant to the inha¬ 
bitants of a village without payment of fee a licence to extract 
stone, gravel, sand or clay from the common lands of the village 
for their own use but not for sale. 

100 The provisions of Part IV of this Ordinance concer¬ 
ning surface leases and of Part VI concerning water rights 
shall apply to the holder of a licence to quarry as though he were 
the holder of a mining lease. 

101. (I) Any person who works a quarry without beign 
licensed under this Ordinance, or who fails to comply with 
regulations made under this Ordinance shall be liable to impri¬ 
sonment for a period not exceeding three months or to a line 
not exceeding £E. 50 or to both these penalties. 

(2) Any holder of a licence who, after notification 
in writing that he has failed to comply with any special or ge¬ 
neral condition attached to his licence, fails to act in confor¬ 
mity therewith, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding £E. 50. 

102. The Ottoman Laws and Regulations or any regulation 
or order issued since the British Occupation with reference to 
quarries shall cease lo have effect in Palestine; provided that 
where a licence to ^quarry has been granted under any such 
Law or Regulation prior to the coining into force of this Or¬ 
dinance, it shall bo deemed to bo a licence granted under this 
Ordinance. 

3. (1) Section 13 (3) of the Principal Ordinance shall be 

amended by the substitution of the words “copies, or any matter 
or thing to which trie Government is entitled* for the words 
“any matter or thing deemed to be the property of the Govern¬ 
ment.* 

(2) Section 2 (1) (i) of the Principal Ordinance shall 
be amended by the substitution of the words “Section 98 (b) 
hereof” for the words “Article 1 of the Ottoman Law of Quarries 
dated the 2nd of July '%wL*

SCHEDULE II. 

FEES. 

A. Quarries of limestone, sandstone, calcareous sandstone, slate, basalt: 

(1) £E. 5 per annum for each dunum or part thereof if the 
quarry is within the Municipal area of Jerusalem, JalTa or Haifa. 

(2) £E. 3 per annum lor each dunum or part thereof, if the 
quarry is within any oilier Municipal area, or within a radius of three kilo¬ 
metres of the Municipal Offices. 

(3) P.T. 150 per annum for each dunum or part thereof, if the 
quarry is in any other locality. 

B. Quarries of marble. 

Fees shall be payable on the above scale; and in addition a lee of P.T.3 
per cubic metre on all marble quarried, which is used or sold. 

C. Granite, quartz and igneous rocks other than basalt.

Fees shall be payable on the above scale; and in addition a fee of P.T.2 
per cubic metre on any quantity quarried which is used or sold. 

D. Sand, gravel or clay. / 

A fee of £E. 1 per annum for each dupum or part thereof; provided 
that where the sand or gravel is taken from the sea shore a fee of £L. 1 shall 
be payable for every 100 metres or part thereof of frontage on the shore.
